Jules  has  also  been  an  important  interlocutor  on  Iraq- 
related  issues  especially  with  locating  and  repatriating  to 
Iraq  assets  of  the  former  Iraqi  regime.  His  career  pattern 
shows  increasing  responsibility  and  expertise  in  foreign 
security  and  economic  policies.
